34th District Court 
administrator resigns

Thirty-fourth District Court 
Administrator Nancy L. 
Schuette, who has been on a 
paid leave of absence since 
March 15 when an audit of 
court funds was ordered, has 
resigned her post. 

Acting Court Administrator 
Carol S. Bowman issued a 
press release Monday upon 
the direction of Presiding 
Judge William Szlinis stating 
that Schuette “has resigned 
her position as court adminis- 
trator.. .a post she has held 
since 198&.” 

The press release said that 
Schuette had been employed 
by the 34th District Court for 15 
years. 

“She has been on paid leave 
of absence from the court 
since March 15, while an inves- 
tigation and audit is being con- 
ducted,” Bowman’s statement 
continued. 

“The court and Ms. Schuette 

have mutually agreed that it is 
in the best interests of all con- 
cerned that a new court ad-

ministrator be appointed,” the 
press released concluded. 

When asked what was occur- 
ring in the matter of Schuette’s 
assistant Tammy Riopelle, 
who also is on paid leave, Bow- 
man said she has not be told of 
anything other than the infor- 
mation in the three paragraph 
press release. 

Bowman, who said she did 
not see Schuette’s resignation 
letter, could only say that she 
knows the resignation was 
turned in last Friday to Szlinis, 
who in turn ordered her to 
write the press release on 
Monday. 

Szlinis is currently on vaca- 
tion, Bowman said, and will 


not be back until next Tuesday. 

Back in March, Szlinis ad- 
mitted that he had contacted 
the Michigan Supreme Court 
with some “undisclosed infor- 
mation” and that the audit was 
then ordered. 

“While audits happen all 
the time,” Szlinis said at the 
time, “this is the first one of its 
type here that I know of.” 

“I expect no report back this 
week from the Supreme 
Court,” Szlinis said back in 
mid-March, “and I can’t guar- 
antee when such a report will 
be given to me. I would like to 
hope I would get it next 
week. ..but there is nothing 
concrete at this time that I 
will.” 

State police investigators 
insist their part of the investi- 
gation has been completed 
and that their files have been 
turned over to the state attor- 
ney general’s office. 

The attorney general’s of- 
fice said no decision has been 
made as yet concerning possi- 
ble charges and no official re- 
port has been made regarding 
the findings of the auditors. 


Tax appeal law toughened

The second reading and fi- 
nal adoption of a city tax ordi- 
nance change that would make 
it tougher for bogus tax ap- 
peals was approved over the 
objection of Councilman Jim- 
mie Raspberry Monday night. 

The change had been rec- 
ommended by Mayor Beverly 
McAnally and Assessor Matt 
Raftary, after it was found that 
challenges to city assessments 
were being presented by bogus 
lawyers and other ill defined 
tax specialists without the 
knowledge of affected prop 
erty owners. 

Now, the ordinance reads 
“every person appearing be 
fore the Board of Review, rep- 
resenting someone other than 
themselves, shall provide the 
Board of Review specific writ 
ten authority.. .from the prop-

erty owner” and continues, 
“the verification shall indicate 
the name, address and tele- 
phone number of the property 
owner, the property owner’s 
signature, notary stamp and 
the name and address of the 
representative and the spe- 
cific tax year being appealed. 

The penalty for any infrac- 
tion of this code would be a 
fine up to $500 and/or a jail 
term up to 90 days. 

McAnally complained most 


of the flagrant attempts to fight 
city assessments were on ma- 
jor tax accounts, not local ho- 
meowners. 

But the efforts in most cases 
were being done by unscrupu- 
lous persons without the 
knowledge of the property 
owners, McAnally said. 

Once these landowners be- 
came aware of the tax assess- 
ment challenges, McAnally 
said, the efforts were usually 
dropped. 

The ordinance change was 
being made so that the city did 
not have to waste unneeded 
revenue fighting such un- 
sought tax assessment cuts, 
McAnally explained. 

In other council action, a 
bid was accepted from Jorgen- 
son Ford in the amount of 
$52,555 for a single axle dump 
truck with a hoist, plow and 
salt spreader. 


Romulus economic growth due for spurt claims councilman

This is the fourth in a seiies of 
six articles on incumbent Ro- 
mulus City Council members , 
who are seeking reelection this 
November Articles on the uncoti- 
tested races ( mayor ; city clerk 
and treasurer will follow). 

The past 10-year growth pe 
riod involving four new hotels 
and a major national restau- 
rant on Flynn Drive (adjacent 
to Detroit Metro Airport) is 
one of the top accomplish- 
ments listed by veteran Ro 
mulus Councilman Noah 
iPete) Bergeron. 

Bergeron, 42, an insurance 
iagent and financial consultant, 
feels similar building projects 
are in the future for the city 
and will begin occurring as 
soon as the regional economy 
improves. 

Bergeron is proud that the 
Flynn Drive Tax Increment Fi- 
nancing Authority project ($1.2 
million) is paid off and is re- 
turning heavy tax revenues to

the city. 

“What few people realize to 
day” Bergeron said 4i is that the 
city's tax base has doubled in 
the past 12 years and its future 
is unlimited.” 

Bergeron, the only council 
member with a business back 


ground, feels he has “brought 
a new sense of professionalism 
to the council.” 

But he credits the council 
teamwork that has existed 
with both the McAnally and 
(Bill) Oakley administrations, 
as being one of the strengths of 
the city. 

Bergeron feels once the 
Wick Road extension project is 
completed, that construction 
of exhibition centers, theaters 
and key shopping areas will 
surely occur as Romulus seeks 
to take advantage of the 13 to 
14 million tourists passing 
through the city at Metro Air 
port. 

In addition, Bergeron states 
confidently “if the schools ac- 
complish what they say they 
are trying to do, we should be 
able to attract a different type 
of student. Then, it will be up 
to us to work to keep them af- 
ter graduation.” 

Fully aware of the major di- 
visions between city and 
school district leaders. Be- 
rgeron said he has “worked 


hard to keep the lines of com- 
munication open between the 
two offices.” 

Bergeron said he wants the 
city to walk cautiously on the 
“casino issue,” but believes it 
can succeed where some feel 
Atlantic City has failed “be- 
cause Romulus has no ghettos 
like Atlantic City.” 

While he thinks Lansing leg- 
islators are currently ‘‘testing” 
statewide voters, before decid 
ing on a school tax replace- 
ment plan, Bergeron warns 
“higher taxes do not generate 
jobs. ..or major investments in 
communities.” 

Thus Bergeron says “we 
need to encourage investment 
in many ways.” 

In the main division bet- 
ween his economic concepts 
and those of McAnally, Be 
rgeron feels Romulus should 
have offered greater tax abate- 
ment opportunities in recent 
years to major and minor busi 
ness establishments. 

“Just look around the 
county and you will see the 


growth is in the areas where 
tax abatements were offered 
for up to 12 years,” he said. 

But many potential heavy 
investors today are holding off 
making any long-term finan 
cial commitments until Presi- 
dent Clinton’s health plan 
costs are unfolded. Bergeron 
said. 

“We have to remain ready, 
when that day occurs,” Be 
rgeron explains, “and be pre- 
pared to give corporations and 
other rich residents a reason 
to invest in our city.” 

Bergeron insists “we have to 
halt the concept that is so 
widespread today that profit is 
a negative four-letter word. 
Let’s face it profit creates job 
growth.” 

While Bergeron feels in gen 
eral city employees are doing 
an outstanding job, he ques- 
tions the motives of some “city 
policemen, who live out of 
town. I find many times that 
they treat local residents like 
crap.” 

A lifelong Romulus resi- 


dent, Bergeron said he gradu- 
ated from Romulus Senior 
High School in 1969. He has 
since attended Washtenaw 
Community College and has 
taken extensive correspon- 
dence courses at the College of 
Financial Planning of Denver, 
Colo. 

He was president of the Ro- 
mulus Rotary Club in 1986 and 
served as vice president of the 
Greater Romulus Chamber of 
Commerce in 1980.

District hit by angry picketers

More than 50 Wayne- 
Westland school district sup- 
port staff employees and sup- 
porters picketed the Monday 
night school board meeting at 
John Glenn High School to 
voice their concern over what 
many termed “unfair labor 
practices.” 

“If necessary, we will file a 
lawsuit for unfair labor prac- 
tices,” said Art Wood, presi- 
dent of the American 
Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employees 
(AFSCME). 

Wayne-Westland school 
board members have heard 
many objections in recent 
weeks from district unions 
concerning contract violations. 
Wayne-Westland Education 
Association (WWEA) and AF- 
SCME have filed grievances 
against the district. 

AFSCME is in arbitration 
with the school district follow- 
ing the recall of some 12 union 
members to work as substi- 
tutes while others are on vaca- 
tion or out sick, Wood said. 


The union contract, accord- 
ing to Wood, states that em- 
ployees brought back from full 
layoff as “replacements” 
should be paid their full rate 
of pay. 

“All 12 have been working 
since the first day of school as 
replacements ... and are re- 
ceiving about half of their nor- 
mal rate of pay,” Wood said. 

“The contract is very spe- 
cific. They refuse to live up to 
their contractual obligations,” 
Wood said. 

District employee Carol 
Gillentine told board mem- 
bers she was upset that five po- 
lice cars were sent to the 
school to force picketers off a 
sidewalk running in front of 
the school. 

Dan Slee said the custo- 
dians are being paid $6.50 per 
hour according to the rate of 
pay substitute custodians re- 
ceive. Slee said the district has 
an obligation to recall laid-off 
employees to fill these vacan- 
cies, but does not consider 
them to be “replacements.” 

In the contract, replace- 
ments would be paid full 
wages, however, Slee said, the 


district considers “replace- 
ments” to be long-term posi- 
tions. 

Slee added that the district 
has agreed to an expedited ar- 
bitration to work out the differ- 
ences in a timely manner. 

WWEA also sought an in- 
junction to prohibit the dis- 
trict from going ahead with 
approved plans, which include 
a new alternative education 
program. Although the injunc- 
tion was denied, WWEA filed 
grievances due to a number of 
contract violations including 
the implemenation of the 
Multi Ventures Program, a new 
alternative education program 
(MVP), WWEA President Bill 
Reece said. 

“A change in program re- 
quires the approval of the cur- 
riculuiYi council,” Reece said 
regarding the MVP program. 

Wayne-Westland Executive 
Director of Employee Services 
Dan Slee said the MVP pro- 
gram was discussed at a cur- 
riculum council meeting 
during the development 
stages, but he said the union is 
upset because they do not feel 
like they were involved. 


Murder sentencing delayed

Official sentencing of for 
mer Romulus resident Daniel 
Raymond Dowling, 44, who 
faces up to a life prison term 
for the 14 year-old shooting 
death of his former girlfViend. 
Joanne Lincoln, was post- 
poned again Tuesday. 

The sentence was sched- 
uled to have been handed 
down by state Recorders Court 
Judge Harvey Tennen at 11:30 
a.m. Tuesday at the Frank Mur- 
phy Hall of Justice. Court offi 
cials said more work needed to 
be done on the probation por- 
tion of Dowling’s pre 
sentencing report 


A new sentencing date has 
been set for Sept. 22. 

Dowling, who has married 
and now lives in Virginia, was 
charged with the Lincoln mur- 
der last November after a mu- 
tual friend testified that 
Dowling admitted the murder 
to him. 

Dowling reportedly shot 
Lincoln, 23, on Aug. 28. 1978 
following an argument over a 
request for oral sex, a witness 
stated at the Romulus court ar- 
raignment. 

Initially Dowling had 
claimed that the shot that 
killed his girlfriend had come 
from outside the apartment 
window of the residence he 
shared with Lincoln.

High school will 
finally open today

The opening of the Romulus 
Senior High School 1993 94 
school year, which was de 
layed twice in the last seven 
days, is slated for today. 

The interior of the re- 
modeled school was gutted 
earlier this summer so that a 
highly technologized “21st cen 
tury” school facility could be 
constructed. 

Wayne Krupin, project chief 
for Barton Malow contractors, 
said the only thing that could 
stop the Sept. 15 school year 
opening would be a complaint 
from the state fire marshall. 

“We are closing the high 
school (to workers and staff at 
8 o’clock tonight until about 7 
a.m. (Tuesday), so that final air 
borne asbestos tests can be 
conducted,” Krupin said Mon- 
day night. “We toured the 
school facility today with city 
Fire Chief William Greenslait, 
as a prelude to any further 
concerns by the state fire mar 
shall” 

Both Krupin and High 
School Principal Thomas 
Dolan said many of the fire 
marshall’s concerns centered 
around the new electrical and 
safety systems in the school. 

During a tour of the high 
school building late Monday 
morning, Dolan was asked 
about the morale of the school 
faculty since the opening has 
been delayed twice since last 
Wednesday. 

“Right now I’d have to say it 
is extremely good,” Dolan said, 
“particularly since 70 percent 
turned up on Sunday to pro- 
vide volunteer services to get 
the building ready for Wednes- 
day’s opening.” 

School Board President 
Howard Kesner said he also 
toured the school building on 
Sunday and his main concern 
was what he considered the 
limited amount of furniture in 
the school cafeteria. 

Kesner was informed that 
there were enough tables and 
chairs to allow students to be 
fed in three separate class pe- 
riod sessions. 

“It was decided on Saturday 
morning that a further delay in 
the school’s opening was 
needed,” said Arthur 
McPharlin, administrative as- 
sistant to the superintendent, 
following televised announce- 
ments of another school open- 
ing delay. “A major 
disappointment was recorded 
when workmen at the site 
didn’t take advantage of the 
first delay in the school’s open- 
ing.” 

No “bonus clause” was in- 
cluded in the project contract,

McPharlin said, because 
school officials were comfort- 
able with Barton Malow’s work 
track record. 

That statement drew some 
complaints from local resi- 
dents, who stated that fines for 
delays in project schedules 
“keep contractors honest and 
on time.” 

“Delaying school opening 
twice took courage,” 
McPharlin said. 

Both he and Krupin said the 
discovery of unexpected as- 
bestos in various parts of the 
school caused two- to two and- 
one-half week delays this sum- 
mer. 

“We had been told that the 
building had undergone as- 
bestos abatement prior to this 
project,” Krupin said, “and 
were surprised when we found 
some in floor tiles...with up to 
70 percent replacement re- 
quired by changes in the state 
health department codes this 
past June.” 

Krupin said that a back-up 
generator needed for the high 
school also was found to be 
damaged, but repair parts are 
on the way to Romulus. 

The new science wing is the 
one major area that will not be 
operational today, Krupin 
said, but should be in use 
within one to three weeks. 

An image of what students 
face upon entering school to- 
day was seen on Monday, when 
an unnamed upper classman 
sought directions from Dolan 
on how to find a particular 
room. 

“Were you in school last 
year,” Dolan asked? 

“Yes, but there are a lot 
more hallways now,” the stu- 
dent answered. 

High school administrators 
expected such confusion and 
have prepared building maps 
for student use during the first 
weeks of the school year.

Challenger astronaut to speak

A talk by former astronaut 
A.W. (Tony) England is ex- 
pected to be an ‘‘uplifting” ex- 
perience when the University 
of Michigan professor visits 
Belleville next weeks. 

England, the guest speaker 
at the 6 p.m. Sept. 23 Belleville 
Area Chamber of Commerce 
(BACC) general meeting, is 
currently teaching in the De- 
partment of Electrical Engi- 
neering and Computer 
Science. 

“Because we feel the space 
program has such far reaching 
interest, we are extend this in- 
vitation beyond the business 
community to all interested 


residents and children,” said 
Janet Millard, executive secre- 
tary of the BACC. “Reserva- 
tions at $10 for adults and $6 
for children are being ac- 
cepted prior to Sept. 20.” 

England received a docto- 
rate in geophysics from the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tec- 
holonogy in 1970, before join 
ing the space program at the 
National Aeronautics and 
Space Adminstration (NASA). 

He was a mission specialist 
on the Space Shuttle Chal 
lenger Spacelab-2 mission, 
which was launched from Ken- 
nedy Space Center in 1985. 
During the mission, England 
was responsible for activating 
and operating the Spacelab 
systems, operating the instru 


ment pointing system and the 
remote manipulator system 
plus assisting with experiment 
operations. After 126 orbits of 
the Earth, Challenger suc- 
cessfully landed at Edwards 
Air Force Base. 

With the completion of the 
flight, he logged 188 hours in 
space. Following his space 
flight, England served as the 
NASA space station program 
scientist for one year and left 
the space agency in 1988 to ac- 
cept a faculty position at the 
University of Michigan.

It’s a 26 acre paradise se- 
cluded in the midst of the 
Wayne community. 

Individuals of all ages can 
enjoy a stroll through the 
grounds where they will hear 
birds chirping, leaves rustling 
and twigs snapping. 

The Wayne County Environ 
mental Learning Center 
(WCELC) offers a natural edu 
cation and recreation site for 
children as well as a peaceful 
haven for adults and seniors 
who would like to stroll once 
in awhile with nature. 

Recently, the Wayne County 
Regional Educational Service 
Agency (WCRESA) hosted an 
open house for the WCELC. 

“The Environmental Learn 
ing Center is open to schools, 
community groups, and resi- 
dents of all ages from various 
communities,” said Gloria 
Conn, educational consultant 
for WCRESA/WCELC. “Within 
the Learning Center we have a 
windmill, gazebo, three ponds, 
an outdoor classroom build- 
ing, an outdoor adventure 
challenge course, nature trails 
and a greenhouse.” 

Conn said it is the goal of 
WCELC officials to transform 
the Learning Center into a nat- 
ural educational tool where 
every participant will be able 
to benefit. 

“Eventually we would like 
to see many school buses lined 
up outside where students 
want to come here to learn 
about nature and enjoy them 
selves,” Conn said. “We have 
seniors who come here to walk 
or exercise. There is some- 
thing for everyone.” 

The WCELC is located off of 
Venoy Road behind Annapolis 


Hospital and Franklin Junior 
High School. The property re- 
verted to the county govern 
ment for bark taxes after 
World War II. 

In 1965. the County Board of 
Commissioners dedicated the 
site to the County Extension 
Service. 

“An architectural firm was 
hired to design the center,” 
said Richard Crosby, super 
visor of building and grounds. 
“There are actually 28 acres of 
ground which makes up the 
Environmental Learning Cen 
ter.” 

In 1991 WCRESA applied 
for funds from the Michigan 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources ’’Protecting Michi 
gan’s Future” Recreation 
Bond Program to renovate the 
facilities on the Annex prop 
erty for use as an Environmen 
tal Learning Center. 

“We received the approval 
in 1992, and we were able to 
repair and restore the Trial 
and Demonstration building- 
outdoor classroom,” Crosby 
said. “We demolished and con 
structed a larger gazebo. We 
installed security light poles 
and developed nature trails 
throughout the woods.” 

Three gated deck/docks 
were constructed around the 
ponds. A fence which was orig- 
inally situated around the 
pond was removed and placed 
along the south side of the 
property on Van Born Road. 

Vines are now growing 
around the fence for design 
and to provide a natural bar- 
rier, according to Conn. 

Approximately five picnic 
tables were constructed by stu- 
dents at the William D. Ford 
Vocational Center in the 
Wayne Westland School Dis- 
trict.

Needs assessments and es- 
tate planning are two of the 
services provided by Mehran 
Shahidehpour in his Allstate 
Insurance office in Belleville.

“We plan to asphajt the 
pathways to tfre outdoor sta- 
tions for handicapped acces- 
sibility,” Conn said. “We’re 
also going to have gated path 


ways to access the walking 
trails to Attwood Park.” 

The dream of developing 
the Wayne County property ac- 
tually began in the 1960s with 
County Agent Donald Juchartz 
and his team outlining various 
ideas. 

What evolved was the exten- 
sion center which included: 
National Resources, Commu- 
nity Development, Youth Work. 
4H, Home Economics and 
Family and Agriculture. 

Through the efforts of 
Wayne County, Congressman 
Bill Ford and the Wayne 
County Intermediate School 
District (WCISD-now 
WCRESA), $5 million was se- 
cured through the Joint Local 
Public Works Capital Develop 
ment and Investment Program 
grant

Shahidehpour noted that he 
is able to provide many ser 
vices in the Belleville location.

Skaters seek to outmaneuver law

Vagabond: Moving from place 
to place without a fixed home; 
wandering . 

They move from parking lot 
to parking lot with ever a 
watchful eye peeled for the in 
evitable arrival of a Canton 
Township Police car. Ever vig- 
ilant, these young vagabonds 
in groups of 10 to 30, travel the 
circuit looking for a place to 
hone their skateboarding 
skills. They’re looking for lips 
and hips -but not the type one 
might suspect No, these young 
people are looking for desir- 
able concrete lips -an edge of a 
curb that a board can run off 
and hips, described as two 
ramps which come up to a cor- 
ner. Both are used for skate- 
boarding tricks. 

While the group is watching 
for police, the skateboarders 
perform their kick flips, nose 
slides, grinds and blunt slides. 
Everyone is welcome-all you 
need is a skateboard and a lot 
of nerve. Physical coordina- 
tion and excellent reflexes are 
necessary for those who are 
going to attempt any of the 
more difficult feats. And, if the 
police do show up, the ability 
to run short distances at great 
speed is useful. 

Nine board riders who 
weren’t able to avoid the law 
are expected in 35th District 
Court Sept 17. The seven teens 
and two adults were part of a 
group apprehended at “The 
tropics” early this month, fol- 
lowing numerous complaints 
from local business owners 
about damage to the parking 
lot and trespassing. The viola- 
tions are for “trespassing”. 

“The tropics” is a local 
parking lot at a small mall be- 
hind Meijers on Canton Center 
Road where skateboarders 
have found the ideal lips and 
hips to trigger their instinct for 
better, more daring tricks. 
Parking lot owners and ten- 
ants have complained about 
damage and trespassing at the 
site, prompting the tickets is- 
sued by officers. 

That hasn’t deterred too 
many of the young athletes, 
however. They simply move 
the action to another location. 
And keep moving it. All are in- 
tent on perfecting their tricks 
and all are willing to teach 
anybody who brings a board 
and wants to learn. There are 
riders from Canton, Livonia, 
Plymouth and out-of-state, ac- 
cording to one young skater. 

The serious skateboarders 
in the group will be garbed in 
a shirt decorated with a skate- 
board manufacturer’s logo ($16 
or more), shoes with thicker 
rubber soles to prevent imme- 
diate wear ($50-70), and a base- 
ball hat with a skateboarder 
insignia ($18). They are also 
garbed in a pair of extremely 
loose-fitting pants ($54 or 
more), designed so the skaters 
can move quickly and freely. 
They are made of rugged, du- 
rable material designed to 
withstand frequent falls and 
ensuing slides and scrapes 
along the pavement. Deep 
pockets are mandatory to store 
car keys and change to allow 
both hands to remain free for 
balance. The investment in 
proper skateboarding attire 
alone can be upwards of $138- 
a fashion look only a mother 
could love -or a doting grand- 
mother. 

One such grandparent is Es- 
telle Gyetuai, whose grandson 
Chris resides on Pocatello in 
Canton. Gyetuai is a strong ad- 
vocate of her grandson’s ef- 
forts. “I support him because 
that’s the only hobby he really 
has,” she said. “I don’t know 
how old he was when he star- 


ted. He’s been doing it for 
quite awhile. I’d like to see a 
place where they can really 
skateboard. They don’t get in 
any trouble. They don’t drink. 
They don’t smoke. They don’t 
take dope or anything else and 
I think that’s a good thing for 
them,” 

And, while Gyetuai may be- 
lieve skateboarding is a good 
thing-her grandson has not es- 
caped the attention of local po 
lice departments who have 
been ticketing skateboarders 
and confiscating the boards, in 
some cases, as the young ath- 
letes are trespassing when 
using the curbs and slopes of 
local shopping center parking 
lots for their practice areas. 

Gyetuai has attempted to 
provide practice space at 
home for the skateboarders. 
Gyetuai also admitted that the 
structures and the enthusiasm 
of the skaters didn’t make her 
too popular with her neigh- 
bors who complained about 
the noise. 

Larry Ussery’s son, Todd, is 
also a skateboarder. The John 
Hix resident can’t understand 
why there isn’t somewhere for 
these teens to practice. 

“My son is heavy on his feet. 
He breaks boards. His boards 
don’t last more than a couple 
of weeks. He’s always buying 
used boards from his friends. 
He comes down on a board 
and all his weight just flops. I 
tell him, ‘You’re going to have 
to find a new sport, I think, be- 
cause you’re going to go broke.’ 

And apparently, Ussery is 
correct. The boards are expen- 
sive. Usually divided into com 
ponents of decks which cost 
$50-$58, trucks (the portion 
that holds the wheels) $18-$22 
and wheels which cost $25-$35 
for a set of four. Then there’s 
the cost of grip tape, which 
keeps riders from sliding off 
the boards, usually about $7 or 
$8. Mounting hardware to hold 
the apparatus together usually 
costs about $4 to $10 and bear- 
ings to make the wheels oper- 
ate cost about $16 to $25. That 
usually adds up to $116 to $148 
for the components of a skate- 
board-- unassembled, of 
course. 

According to Dave Massey, 
an employee at Easy Rider on 
Sheldon Road north of Ford 
Road, skateboarders can ex- 
pect to wear out a deck in 
about three months and 
wheels usually don’t last more 
than six months or so- 
depending, of course, on the 
number of miles a rider puts 
on them. 

Why do they risk the wrath 
of the law and underwrite the 
expense of skateboarding? 
“We set goals for tricks, have 
perseverance, never want to 
quit,” according to Todd Uss- 
ery. What about the nearly con- 
stant bruises and injuries? 
“It’s the excitement. Espe- 
cially landing a trick you’re 
trying to do. No one is telling 
you what to do (when you can) 
do what you want and learn at 
your own pace,” Todd Ussery 
said. 

As for the police, “They 
think it’s a waste of their time, 
telling us not to skate. The po- 
lice think it’s stupid, too. They 
get complaints from people. 
Instead of harassing us, the po- 
lice should instead be doing a 
more important job,” he con 
tinued. 

Massey agrees with Ussery’s 
assessment, and thinks the 
skaters ought to have a park. 

“There are 15 soccer fields 
in Canton,” he claims. (The 
township recreation depart- 
ment confirmed that there are 
presently 14 soccer fields in 
three locations.) “Any one of 
them could be outfitted for 
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skaters,” Massey said. “Noth 
ing is done for skaters in Can 
ton.” 

Massey was instrumental in 
planning events for skate- 
boarders in Northville several 
years ago, where there were 
organized competitions with 
prizes donated by local mer- 
chants. The program was dis- 
continued when too many non 
local competitors participated. 

Todd Ussery estimates there 
are about 100 devoted skaters 
in Canton Township -and too 
many to estimate from sur- 
ounding areas. And is confi 
dent that these young people 
will continue skateborading 
no matter what the price. The 
teens will continue searching 
for just the perfect spot to land 
that “perfect” trick.

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Court adopts new program for convicted drunk drivers

Westland 18th District Court 
Judges Gail McKnight and C. 
Charles Bokos have begun a 
new sentencing program for 
convicted first-time drunk 
driving offenders. 

Both judges will be sentenc 
ing alcohol violators to a 
Mothers Against Drunk Driv- 
ing (MADD) sponsored Victim 
Impact Panel. 

According to MADD spokes- 
person Amy Allen, the Impact 
Panel consists of three or four 
victims of drunk driving acci- 
dents in which either they 
were injured or a loved one 
was killed. 

“These victims simply tell 
their stories and its effect on 
their lives,” Allen said. 

“Everything is done in a 
non -confrontational, non- 
judgmental way. The panel 
helps everyone involved - the 
defendant and the victims. It is 
part of the healing process for 
the victims involved,” Allen 
said. 

McKnight said she and 
Bokos decided to utilize the 
program after hearing a pre- 
sentation from MADD repre- 
sentatives. The judges also 
listened to the endorsements 
from probation staff members 
and other area courts who of- 
fer the program. 

“This program fits perfectly 
into our courts philosophy of a 
total sentencing package of

Selected area households 
will be visited by representa- 
tives of the U.S. Census Bu- 
reau beginning on Sept. 1.

Information from SIPP 
helps policy makers and ad- 
ministrators determine how 
well government programs are 
serving the public and how 
changes in programs and poli- 
cies will affect the public. 

Among the past finding 
were: 

• Twenty-one percent of all 
U.S. residents, approximately 
50 million, lacked health insur- 
ance for at least a month in 
1987. 

• The average monthly total 
of uninsured persons in the fi- 
nal quarter of 1990 was 13 per- 
cent of the population, or 
about 32 million. 

• Private health insurance 
covered 91 percent of whites 
and about 75 percent of others 
for at least one month between 
1987 and 1989.

cense sanctions, time lost from 


punishment, education, and 
rehabilitation for first-time 
drunk drivers,” McKnight said. 

Both McKnight and Bokos 
are proud the 18th District 
Court was the first district 
court to sentence alcohol of 
fenders to the three-day edu 
cational program. 

“This program adds to our 
sentencing arsenal a creative 
personal sentencing oppor- 


tunity. In most cases, the focus 
is on the offender and his 
‘problems’ - for example li- 


work and family difficulties. 
This program places the focus 


on the victims and how the in- 
cident changed their lives,” 
Bokos said. 

“Both J udge McKnight and I 
believe changing the focus 
helps break down alcoholic 
denial,” Bokos added. 

The 18th District Court han 
died more than 600 drunk driv 
ing cases in 1992 and some 342 
cases to date this year. The 
judges and probation staff 


members believe this program 
will cause a reduction in re- 
current drunk driving of- 
fenses. 

“We’d like to use all the 
tools at our disposal to ulti- 
mately eliminate deaths, inju- 
ries, financial ruin and family 
problems that are due to 
drunk driving. We believe that 
this program is a giant step in 
that direction,” McKnight said.

But before his trip to the 
hospital, Howton again turned 
in a phenomenal performance. 
He scored two dazzling tou 
chdowns that sparked the 
Rockets to their second con- 
secutive victory. 

“He is in pain/’ said Chuck 
Howton. Matt’s father, Sunday 
evening. “Although he’s doing 
fine, he also is taking this 
pretty hard.” 

The injury may sideline the 
senior running back for six 
weeks, and may be for the rest 
of the season. 

Gordon said that losing a 
player of “Matt’s ability always 
hurts.” 

“We not only lost an out- 
standing player, but Matt also 
is a team leader - he was off to 
such a great start, it’s a pity 


that it had to happen.” 

Howton, who returned two 
spectacular punts for long tou- 
chdowns a week ago in the sea- 
son opener against Detroit 
Murray Wright High School, 
picked up where he left off 
with a superb 53-yard TD 
around right end that gave the 
Rockets a 16-7 lead. He also 
scored on a 50-yard punt re- 
turn. 

Harrison, which has won a 
couple of Class A state football 
titles in recent years, grabbed 


the lead in the first quarter 
when quarterback Joe Pesci 
and wide receiver Jason 
Granger hooked up on a per 
fectly executed 66 yard pass- 
run TD play. 

But the Rockets came back 
and dominated the next two 
quarters as Steve Heuer 
booted a 23-yard field goal and 
Howton scored his first of two 
TDs to lift the Rockets to a 10-7 
lead. 

The Westlanders turned it 
into a 16-7 game after the hosts 


missed on a long Field goal at 
tempt. Then, quarterback 
Brian Morrison and Mike Bint 
teamed up on a 16 yard pass 
that moved the Rockets to mid- 
field. Howton finished off the 
series with a 53-yard dash that 
ended only after he crossed 
the Harrison goal line. 

In the opening minutes of 
the second half, the West- 
landers put together another 
dramatic series that culmi 
nated in a touchdown.

Wayne makes league

Now that’s more like it. 

After an ego-scarring 23-7 loss at the hands of 
Adrian two weeks ago, Wayne Memorial High 
School players bounced back Friday night be- 
fore the home crowd and handed Taylor Ken- 
nedy a 29-2 setback in the first- ever Mega 
Conference football game for the two schools.

It’s an adoption center which of- 
fers quality service, a professional 
staff and a great deal of tender lov 
ing care. 

Licensed as a Michigan adoption 
agency in 1989, the Keane Center for 
Adoption in Dearborn, 930 Mason, 
is unique from other adoption facil 
ities because it is affiliated with a 
law firm Keane, Brail and Keane. 

“Noel Keane is the person who 
went through that licensing process 
in 1989 with the state,” said M. 
Christine Brail, MSW. director/ 
social worker for Keane Center for 
Adoption. “Never before had an at- 
torney on his or her own started an 
adoption agency. So, I think that was 
a significant beginning for us.” 

Last year Brail purchased the 
adoption agency. Her husband Her 
bert is one of the attorneys associ 
ated with the affiliate law firm. 

“My husband and I are also adop 
tive parents,” Brail said. “So this is 
really a personal commitment for 
us.” 

Because adoption requires a 
great deal of legal input. Brail said 
she is very pleased to have a law 
firm working alongside the agency. 

“Another important part of adop 
tion is the social service side,” Brail 
said. “That is working with young 
women who are facing a difficult de- 
cision. They have an unplanned 
pregnancy. 

“their feeling is that their life 
situation is not right at this time for 
them to be raising a child. They are 
wanting to make a very positive 


choice for the child.” 

To make that choice is a very dif- 
ficult one because of the many bar 
riers facing young women today, 
according to Brail 

“There are a lot of barriers in our 
society such as peoples opinions 
and judgments, all of that gets in the 


way for them,” Brail said. “We focus 
a lot of our attention on counseling 
and support for birth mothers be- 
cause we know they have a difficult 
decision to make.” 

Not everyone who starts out with 
Keane continues on with an adop- 
tion plan, according to Brail. 


“We still feel, however, that it is 
very important to be here for those 
individuals and to support what 
ever decision they make,” Brail 
said. 

For adopting couples, there is a 
screening process that is standard 
across the state, according to Brail. 

“They have to go through a home- 
study process, a clearance check for 
criminal records and references 
must be submitted,” Brail said. “We 
add another part to that which is a 
psychological evaluation with the 
couples because we are very con 
cerned about the mental health of 
the adopting parents and their sta- 
bility.” 

When a couple approaches 
Keane to adopt, initially the agency 
conducts two interviews. 

“We’re looking right up front as to 
their mental health, their stability 
as individuals, their relationship to- 
gether and their marriage,” Brail 
said. “As we go down through the 
screening, we are also looking at the 
kind of home they have such as the 
physical setting. 

“We look at the relationship with 
their friends, relatives and neigh- 
bors. We look at their physical 
health. Their physician has to tell 
us their health status.” 

When a birth mother is looking at 
a decision of adoption, Keane offi- 
cials approach it at a more open 
fashion. That individual can actu- 
ally select the parents she would 
like for her child. 

“She can meet them,” Brail said. 
“She can have the couple at the hos- 
pital at the time of delivery

Mystery remains 

Police investigate body found in Van Buren

She was voung, between the ages of 
20 to 35. 

She stood about 5 feet and, among 
the items of clothing she had on before 
she died - or was killed was a black 
t-shirt with a silk- screen rainbow that 
featured a unicorn. 

It is a popular kind of t-shirt, police 
point out. 

How the young woman died, and 
how her body got to a wooded area in 
Van Buren Township at this point is 
pure speculation and under investiga 
tion by Van Buren Township police. 

Police are seeking citizens’ help in 
identifying the remains of the body. 

“We may never know the cause of 
death unless there is a trauma some- 
where on the skeleton,” said Detective 
Cpl. Greg Laurain, who is in charge of 
the investigation. “The dental records 
thus far haven’t helped to identify the 
remains.”

What forensics have revealed is that 
the remains are of a white female, who 
was probably in her mid 20s at the time 
of her death. How long the body had 


been at the site has not been deter 
mined, Laurain added. Police specu 
late that death may have occurred as 
long as five years ago. 

“We do have a t-shirt and a billfold 
chat was found near the body,” the Van 
Buren Township detective added. “The 
billfold also hasn’t helped in the inves- 
tigation. There isn’t much to go on at 
this time.” 

“We hope to know the fate of this 
woman, and have a disposition of this 
matter for her family. Somewhere, 
there is a family wondering what hap- 
pened to a young woman who disap- 
peared, and we hope to provide an 
answer for them.” said Van Buren 
Township Supervisor David Jacokes. 

The body was discovered by an area 
resident in a wooded area near the In 
terstate-275 freeway and the ramp to 
Ecorse Road The grisly discovery oc 
curred on Sept, 10. The resident told 
police that he had been looking for 
mushrooms.

With 20-percent of the regis- 
tered voters going to the polls, 
incumbent Mayor Robert J. 
Thomas and current City 
Council President Charles 
Pickering were selected as the 
top candidates for the Novem 
ber election in mayoral pri- 
mary balloting last Tuesday. 

A 20 percent voter turnout 
for the primary election is con- 
sidered high for the City of 
Westland which usually has a 
primary turnout of 10 to 15 per- 
cent, Westland City Clerk Di- 
ane Fritz said. 

Thomas received nearly 60 
percent of votes with 5,968 
votes out of 10,304 ballots. 
Pickering came in a distant 
second with 2,079 votes and 
Westland City Council Member 
Kenneth Mehl ran a close 
third with 1,861 votes. 

The three remaining candi- 
dates received substantially 
lower votes with Kenneth 
Raupp receiving 180, Douglas 
Noel, 128 and Louis Telerico, 
88. 

Absentee ballots counted 
for nearly 20 percent of the to- 
tal votes with 2,195 absentee 
ballots filed. Votes for Thomas 
accounted for over half of the 
absentee ballots at 1,475. 

Thomas said he believes his 
strong lead in the primary was 
due to his reputation for get- 
ting things done. 

“We take care of them (the 
citizens). We really have a 
strong base of support out in 
the community,” Thomas ad- 
ded. 

Thomas said he expects to 
have the same percentage of 
votes over Pickering in No- 
vember as he did in the pri- 
mary . lection. Thomas added 
that he realizes that cam- 
paigns sometimes get nasty, 
but he plans to run a positive 
campaign. 

Thomas expressed his grati- 
tude to voters and those who 
aided in his campaign. 

“I want to thank anybody 
who helped out with the cam 
paign and I want to thank the 
voters,” Thomas said. 

Despite only having 20 per- 
cent of the primary votes, Pick- 
ering said he was pleased with 
the high voter turnout. 

“The spirit of the campaign 
was in the primary,” he said. 

Pickering plans to focus his 
campaign efforts on informing 
the people on the issues and 
encouraging those who want a 
new mayor to get out and vote. 

“I believe many people in

A Garden City man accused 
of striking and killing a 70 
year-old Westland woman will 
face trial in Detroit Recorder’s 
Court on charges of operating 
a motor vehicle under the in- 
fluence of alcohol causing 
death. 

Martin Raymond Linzmaier, 
36, was released on a $5,000 
personal bond after a prelimi- 
nary examination before 18th 
District Judge C. Charles 
Bokos. Linzmaier was charged 
following the death of Agnes 
Harb, who was struck by an au 
tomobile and killed as she at- 
tempted to cross Merriman 
Road just north of Van Born 
around 9:25 p.m. on Aug. 6. 

Harb, a resident of Leisure 
Village Convalescent Center, 
was crossing the road in front 
of a McDonald’s restaurant, 
when she was struck by the 
motorist who was not speed 
ing, but was intoxicated, West 
land traffic officer Steve 
Frazier said. 


The woman died of multiple 
injuries 10 minutes later at An 
napolis Hospital in Wayne. 
Frazier said. 

Harb, who was alone at the 
time of the accident, did not 
cross the road at a traffic sig- 
nal and the driver informed 
police he did not see Harb on 
the road, Frazier said. 

Breathalizer test results re 
vealed during testimony indi- 
cate Linzmaier’s blood alcohol 
level was between .13 and .14, 
Westland Police officer Steve 
Kaufman said. 

Although no one witnessed 
the impact, a taxi cab driver 
exiting from the drive-thru 
window at McDonald’s testi 
Tied he heard a loud thud and 
then a squeal of what sounded 
like automobile tires and par- 
ked his car to investigate. 

Dean Hoover said he ob 
served a vehicle, which was 
traveling northbound on Mer- 
riman, stop at the end of 
McDonald’s north driveway 
Hoover said he observed Lin- 
zmaier get out of his car and 
run to a body laying in the road 


behind the car. 

Hoover said he called his 
dispatch and instructed them 
to call police and rescue. The 
witness testified that he spoke 
with Linzmaier for approx- 
imately one minute and was 
not under the impression that 
he was intoxicated. 

“1 did not feel he was drunk. 
I didn’t smell alcohol on his 
breath,” Hoover said. 

Hoover testified Linzmaier 
said, ”My God, I did not see 
her.” 

Hoover added that Lin- 
zmaier’s speech was slurred, 
but that he believed it was be 


cause Linzmaier was upset 
over the accident. Hoover tes- 
tified he later observed the 
dead woman’s tennis shoes in 
the road near the south drive- 
way entrance. 

A second witness testified 
he was driving southbound on 
Merriman Road and pulled 
into the center lane to turn left 
when he saw a vehicle trav- 
eling in the northbound curb 
lane on Merriman Road dip 
down and eventually come to a 
stop. 

Witness Michael Fairchild, 
who testified he is hearing im- 


paired, said he did not hear 
the car come to a screeching 
halt, but saw the car dip down 
after passing the south drive 
way. 

Fairchild said he turned 
left to enter the north drive- 
way and as he was approach- 
ing it saw “something flying on 
the side of the car.” 

Fairchild recognized the 
object as a human body and 
went inside McDonald s and 
told workers to call the police 

“I don’t know where she 
came from I didn’t see it tear' 
hit her, but I saw her after 
that,” Fairchild said. 

Both witnesses described 
the victim as wearing dark 
clothing. 

“I detected a strong odor of 
intoxicants in speaking with 
him and his speech was 
slurred,” Westland police offi- 
cer Steven Kaufman said. 

Kaufman asked Linzmaier 
how much alcohol he had con 
sumed and Linzmaier told him 
six beers, according to Kauf 
man’s testimony. 

Linzmaier was adminis- 


tered tests at the scene and 
passed both the alphabet test 
which requires participants to 
recite the alphabet backward, 
and a horizontal gaze 
nystagmus test, which involves 
flashing a light in a persons 
eye and observing the move 
ment of the pupil to determine 
intoxication. 

4 I’ve had several cases 
where they have passed that 
(gaze test), but they were intox 
icated,” Kaufman said. 

Linzmaier’s attorney, Mark. 
Ellis, attempted to prove the. 
alcohol in Linzmaier’s blood’ 
did not lead to any negligent 
driving and therefore he was* 
not the cause of the fatal accL 
dent. 

“There is nothing that 
shows his operation of the ve- 
hicle was the cause of that 
death. The accident was un- 
avoidable - there’s no indica , 
tion that my client’s type of 
driving was the cause,” Ellis 
said. 

If convicted, Linzmaier 
could face up to 15 years in 
prison.

Evita earns three cheers, 
four stars and an extra curtain 
call for outstanding entertain

It’s difficult, if not imposs 
ible, to find fault with the cur 
rent production of Webber 
Rice play, now being staged at 
the Fisher Theater. The cast is 
extraordinary, the music is 
magnificent and the staging is 
dramatic and innovative. 

Although the play was intro- 
duced in the late 1970s, its 
theme of ambition and politi- 
cal intrigue are still fresh in 
1993. 

While I was especially im 
pressed with the innovative 
use of lighting, scenery and 
graphics to carry out the mood 
of the play, my companion was 
captivated by the musical 
score. Of course, most of the 
audience exited humming 
Don 't Cry for Me Argentina. 

While not as weLLknow, A 
New Argentina , I’d Be Sur - 


prisingly Good For You and An- 
other Suitcase in Another Hall 
were among the more memora- 
ble tunes from the play. Memo 
rable enough to prompt me to 
purchase a tape of the musical 
score, so I, too, can hum along. 

Donna Marie Asbury, who 
plays the title role, brings to 
life the ambitious, deter- 
mined, social climbing actress 
who became the first lady of 
Argentina. 

The glue that holds the two- 
act play together is Che, 
played by former Westland 
resident Daniel Cooney, who is 
both narrator and observer to 
the events. 

Cooney is excellent in the 
demanding role which places 
him on stage for most of the 
play, and requires him to pro- 
vide continuity as the quick- 
paced story moves from scene 
to scene. He provides, not only 
a excellent singing voice but 
subtle comic touches. 

“She had her moments she 
had some style,” sings Cooney 
in the last act.

“Maybe there are some peo- 
ple who don’t understand the 
issues,” Pickering added.

Pickering said his leader- 
ship commitment and 27-year 
background with the city 
shows he has a strong commit 
ment to the community.

holding various public offices 
in the City of Westland. 

Wayne voters selected eight 
council candidates Sept. 14 
who will vie for four seats in 
the Nov. 2 general election. 

Top vote getters included: 
A1 Haidous-1,477 votes: Ed Phi- 
llips-1,078 votes; A1 Dam 
itio-1 ,051 votes; Tom 
Kelly-1,018 votes; Shirley Pow- 
ser- 847 votes; Chris 
Sanders-838 votes; Darnell Co- 
tham-608 votes; and Jim Net- 
ter-423 votes. 

Robert Smith was the only 
council candidate who was 
knocked out of the race with 
320 votes. 

The two charter amendment 
proposals were over 
whelmingly approved by the 
voters. The proposals update 
the city employee retirement 
system benefits for non union 
employees and their surviving 
spouses. 

The first proposal received 
1,603 votes in favor and 659 
against and read: “Shall sec- 
tion 19.14 of the City of Wayne’s 
charter be amended to allow 
employees not covered by col- 
lective bargaining agreements 
to purchase up to three years 
of prior military service to 
wards their retirement?” 

The second proposal re- 
ceived 1,531 votes in favor and 
723 against and read: “For a 
member not covered by a Col- 
lective Bargaining Agreement 
retiring after Jan. 1. 1988, the 
retirement allowance is 2.5 
percent of a member’s final av- 
erage pay multiplied by the 
first 25 years of service and 1 
percent thereafter. This 
amendment would increase 
the period of service multi- 
plied by 2.5 percent from 25 to 
30 years.” 

Council terms are expiring 
for Mayor Pro Tem Phillips, 
and councilmen Pat Norton, 
Kelly and Damitio. 

City Clerk Doris Nall said 
the primary was one of the 
largest election turnouts. 

“Of the 10,885 registered vo 
ters in Wayne, 2,444 voted or 
22.45 percent,” Nall said. “Ev 
erything went smoothly. This 
election was about the same as 
in 1991 where we had approx 
imately 21.5 percent of the reg- 
istered voters participating in 


the election, however, there 
were also more registered vo- 
ters at that time.” 

The Associated Newspapers 
is co sponsoring a candidate 
forum which is targeted for 
Oct. 20 at the Wayne Commu- 
nity Center. 

Haidous, 50, is the owner of 
Al’s Friendly Market in Wayne. 
He has lived in the Wayne 
community for more than 19 
years. Haidous said he is a pos 
itive individual who believes 
there is a prosperous future 
ahead for the City of Wayne. 

“I would like to work on the 
current projects and approve 
them to get things going in the 
city and go against the nega- 
tive things,” Haidous said. “I’m 
not coming to change anything. 
I’m coming to make things bet- 
ter. 

Phillips, 48, has lived in 
Wayne for 20 years. He is the 
director of guidance at Wayne 
Memorial High School. 

Phillips, an incumbent, at 
tained a council seat in 1991. 
He has a master’s degree in 
public administration with a 
concentration in city manage 
ment. His goal is to continue 
improving the City of Wayne. 

“The projects we will start 
right away will be the ones 
that are under way now,” Phi 
Hips said. “We have some 
rather unsightly vacant build 
ings in town. There is a very 
good chance those won’t be va- 
cant in the spring of next 
year.” 

Damitio, 43, has lived in the 
Wayne community for more 
than 20 years. He is a super 
visor for engineering at Chrys- 
ler. 

Damitio has been a council 
member for 10 years. He said 
he is dedicated to the future of 
the City of Wayne. 

“I want to continue some of 
the projects we have going 
right -now,” Damitio said. “We 
brought up an idea of a fruit 
market, and I would like to 
pursue this because I think it 
would be a very good idea for 
Wayne. The other project I am 
very interested in is the li 
brary. Funding is a question 
right now. But. I think an inter 
est on obtaining a new library 
needs to continue.” 

Kelly, 58. lias lived in the 


Wayne community for 21 years. 
The incumbent is a seasoned 
politician. He is a legislative 
aid to Wayne County Commis 
sioner Bryan Amann. 

Kelly said he is on the look 
out to improve the community 
for all residents. He said he is 
very positive about the future 
of Wayne and would like the 
opportunity to make the city 
even better. 

“Right now I see a great turn 
around over the last couple of 
years in Wayne,” Kelly said. 
“We’re going in an upbeat, pro- 
gressive direction especially 
with the State Wayne Theater, 
possibility of a new library 
going through and the move to 
the city by the Wayne Connnu 
nity Living Services ” 

When Van Buren Township 
voters turned thumbs down to 
a public safety millage, their 
decision may have been influ- 
enced by the uncertainly of fu 
ture state and federal taxes. 

On Sept 14. voters turned 
down the graduated millage by 


a 2,034 662 margin with only 
2,696 voters casting their bal 
lots. Seventy-five percent of 
the votes were against the tax 
increase. 

If approved, a 3 mill tax 
would have been levied in 
1994. a 4 mill tax in 1995 and a 
5-mill tax for the remaining 18 
years of the request. 

“We knew this would be a 
tough time for a millage elec 
tion,” said Public Safety Direc- 
tor Mark Perkins. ' People are 
uncertain about what will hap 
pen on the state level after the 
school property taxes were 
eliminated. They also don’t 
know what new federal taxes 
are in store for them.” 

Perkins said residents be 
lieve the current property tax 
cuts will turn into a tax shift 
but they don’t know how much 
or on what. 

The day after the millage 
election, Perkins admitted 
that he was “floored” when the 
results came in. 

“Well have to ask for mill- 
age again The current 2 mills 
expires this year and we have 


to fund public safety services,” 
Perkins said. “Good service 
costs money. It’s as simple as 
that.” 

Perkins said the township 
has always supplied a high 
level of fire and police ser- 
vices for its residents, and will 
continue to provide the best 
service possible with the 
money available. 

“We’ve always given good 
service at a minimum of cost. 
The police department oper 
ates with a majority of part 
time officers and our firefigh 
ters are paid per call,” Perkins 
said “Residents have been re 
ceiving good services for their 
tax dollars.” 

When told that some resi 
dents had criticized the length 
of the millage request, Perkins 
said that objections were not 
raised at the time that the fig- 
ures were set. 

“We asked for input froni 
the community on the millage 
proposal, and we still want in 
put from residents. We want 
them to tell us what they’ll sup 
port. Perkins said.

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Police continue murder investigation of Wayne man

A domestic dispute turned 
deadly for a Wayne man whose 
body was found on Belle Isle 
Sept. 4. 

Romulus resident William 
Mario Johnson, 25, is expected 
to appear for an examination 
Sept 22 before 29th District 
Court Judge Carolyn Archbold 
on a first degree murder 
charge in the death of Marvin 
Steiner. 

Johnson was arraigned 
Sept. 12 in an out county court. 

Steiner was found wrapped 
in a mattress on Belle Isle. He 
was clothed, but had no identi- 


fication, according to Wayne 
police Lt Mel Drews. 

“This incident occurred in 
the mid morning hours of Sept. 
3," Drews said. “Mr. Steiner 
was strangled in his own home 
in Wayne. 

“He was then transported to 
Belle Isle and left there with 
out any identification." 

A missing persons report 
was filed in Wayne after police 
received information about a 
body being found on Belle Isle. 
Drews said police were able to 
identify Steiner when his 
brother called to report him 
missing. 

Drews was not able to re- 
lease any of the details sur- 
rounding the death as much of 


the information is expected to 
be disclosed in court. 

“This is a domestic prob 
lem,” Drews said. “We are con 
tinning our investigation." 

Drews said Johnson is a ha- 
bitual criminal. Bond was not 
set for him at the arraignment 


Sunday. , 

If the Romulus defendant is 
found guilty of first degree 
murder, he could receive man- 
datory life in prison, according 
to Drews.

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Principal to witness 
presidential signing

Romulus Senior High 
School Principal Thomas 
Dolan is among the invited 
guests who will witness Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton’s signing of 
the “America National Service 
Trust Act” educational bill on 
the South Lawn of the White 
House Tuesday. 

During this visit, Dolan will 
extend an invitation to Clinton 
to visit Romulus so that the 
President can see the high 
level of technology available 
here, since it ties in so closely 
with the educational styles 
Clinton is projecting for 
schools across the U.S., the 
principal said. 

Dolan received the White 
House invitation late last week 
and he feels it came, “because 
I was one of the educators 
called to speak earlier this 
year before Congress in sup- 
port of the bill.” 

The Romulus principal told 
Congress, “It has become clear 
that business wants workers 
who can work as a team, col- 
laborate on problems and 
achieve consensus in the 
decision-making process. 

“These are skills that are 
currently not totally integrated 
into our educational ap- 


proach,” Dolan continued 
“and the Serve America Pro- 
gram is an important vehicle 
for extending the classroom 
and making communities 
places of learning.” 

Dolan took the time to 
praise the school district part 
nership program with local 
businesses, the student- 
directed peer educational pro- 
gram to outline for fellow stu- 
dents the dangers of AIDS and 
the high school cross-peer tu 
toring and peer conflict reso- 
lution programs. 

Romulus high school, he ex 
plained, was one of three high 
schools across the U.S. to re- 
ceive a grant to do an interna- 
tional study on a current 
economic or social issue. 

Romulus students have se- 
lected the controversial North 
American Free Trade Agree- 
ment as their topic and plan to 
visit Oregon, South Carolina, 
Toronto and a city in Mexico 
(possibly Tijuana) to interview 
youth and local political 
leaders on the issue of the im- 
pact of the treaty on their com 
munities. 

Romulus teacher Dennis 
Stoh said, “We plan to do a lot 
of traveling, video camera in 
hand, to obtain these inter- 
views with recognizable 
leaders such as Clinton. New

Jersey Sen. Bill Bradley and 
United Auto Workers Presi 
dent Owen Bieber, as well as 
students and workers in the 
cities of the three affected 
countries.” 

The Romulus students will 
also do the editing of the video 
and present it for use on 
C-Span next summer. 

“Since Clinton is promoting 
better technology in the class- 
room,” Stoh said, “we hope 
that he (Dolan) can entice Clin 
ton to visit Romulus, where he 
can be interviewed by our stu- 
dents.” 

Dolan said he hopes that the 
video would also be of use to 
various high schools across the 
U.S. 

The other two school dis- 
tricts earning grants for 
studies were in Portland, Ore. 
(youth gangs) and Burlington, 
N.C. (agricultural problems). 


Congress continues trade protest 


As the vote to approve the 
North American Free Trade 
Agreement draws near, Con- 
gressman William D. Ford, 
D-13, continues his battle 
against its adoption. 

“My constituents cannot af- 
ford any more of NAFTA’s ben- 
efits,” Ford wrote to President 
Bill Clinton. “Four thousand of 
my constituents have been laid 
off, and the federal job pro- 
grams that promise to retain 
have too little funding to meet 
the need. 

“NAFTA was a bad idea 
from the start Free trade bet- 


ween the U.S., a developed, 
high-wage economy and Mex- 
ico, a developing, low-wage so- 
ciety, cannot be balanced and 
fair. Inevitably, employers will 
shift production away from the 
U.S., where average manufac- 
turing wages are $16.17 per 
hour, toward Mexico, where 
wages average $2.35 per hour. 
American corporations may 
reap higher profits with this 
strategy, but American 
workers and their commu- 
nities will pay the price.” 

Ford also criticized the sup- 
plemental labor agreement 


which Clinton signed Sept. 14, 
which Ford believes will 
“weaken our negotiating 
strength” by limiting money 
penalties the U.S. could im- 
pose on Mexico for failing to 
guarantee its workers the right 
to organize, bargain collec- 
tively and strike. 

“I have supported you on 
other issues, and I will con- 
tinue to do so,” Ford con- 
cluded, “but I cannot support 
you on NAFTA. NAFTA is a 
bad deal for American 
workers.”

When the Plymouth Sym 
phony Orchestra opens its 48th 
season on Oct. 9, the concert 
will be staged in the Belleville 
High School auditorium, mark- 
ing the first time a symphony 
orchestra has performed in 
the city.

“This is the first time 
a symphony orchestra is slated 
to appear in the community 
and we are looking forward to 
having a well- attended com- 
munity event.” 

Odom and other BACA 
members have been rallying 
support for the concert 
through community organiza- 
tions and businesses. 

The 95-piece orchestra, di- 
rected by Russell Reed, will 
perform selections by Grieg, 
Wagner and Berlioz. Pianist 
Flavio Varani will be the fea- 


tured artist. 

In future concerts, the Plym- 
outh Symphony Orchestra will 
present An Orchestra Safari on 
Nov. 14 in the Novi High 
School auditorium; Nutcracker 
Ballet on Dec. 3, 4 and 5 in 
Novi; Chamber Concert on Jan. 
28 at the Novi Civic Center; 
Jazz Plus with flutist Alex- 
ander Zonjic on Feb. 26 in 
Novi; Grandiose on April 15 at 
the Plymouth First United 
Methodist Church and Ring in 
the Spring on April 29 at the 
Fox Hills Country Club. 

The symphony originated in 
1945 with local residents 
Evelyn and Carl Groschke in- 
vited friends, who shared an 
interest in instrumental music, 
to their home. Rehearsals 
were conducted at their home, 
and the first public perfor- 
mance was given on April 20, 


1947. 

The first “home” for the 
symphony was at Central High 
School, and later the group 
performed at Pino Farm. 
When a new gymnasium was 
built at Central, the orchestra 
performed there and, finally, 
when Salem Auditorium was 
built, it became the home of 
the orchestra. 

Paul Wagner conducted the 
orchestra from 1945 to 1950, 
followed by Wayne Dunlap, 
1951-79; Johan van der Merwe, 
1980-85, and Leon Gregorian, 
1986-87. The current conduc- 
tor, Russell Reed has served in 
that capacity since 1987.

Just when other automotive 
companies and major corpora- 
tions are laying off workers, 
Ford Motor Co. in Wayne has 
hired approximately 140 new 
employees. 

Production of the 1994 
model Ford F-Series pickup 
truck and the Ford Bronco 
utility vehicle began Sept 7 at 
the Michigan Truck Plant in 
Wayne following completion of 
a new, state-of-the-art imple- 
mentation of a new production 
process. 

These changes iesulted in a 
production increase from 37 to 
45 units per hour and the hir- 
ing of 140 new employees at 
the plant. 

Ford invested approx 
imately $180 million in the 
paint building and manufac- 
turing improvements mainly 
for the F Series which con 
tinues to be the best-selling ve- 
hicle in America, according to 
Ford officials. 

“By building a separate 
paint plant, we were able to 


utilize the space of the former 
paint system to add another 
trim line and to expand the 
body shop in the main plant," 
said Plant Manager Frank 
Foley. “All of these factors-the 
increased production, the new 
paint plant, the trim line and 
body shop expansions-led us 
to add 140 employees, all of 
whom already have been 
hired." 

The 490,000-square-foot 
paint building rates among the 
best and most- advanced in the 
industry, according to Foley. 
The three-story facility fea- 


tures three spray booths (one 
for primer and two for enamel 
paint), nine painting robots 
and an automated high-speed 
spraying system, improving 
quality of the finish. 

“Thanks to the new paint 
system. Michigan Truck now 
has the capability to apply a 
clearcoat finish to the trucks," 
said Foley. “This not only en 
hances appearance, but im- 
proves paint durability- 
resulting in a higher-quality 
paint job, done more effi- 
ciently."

Residents urged to renew drivers licenses, registrations by mail 


After nearly 20 years of po- 
lite notices and gentle encour- 
agement, Secretary of State 
Richard H. Austin is raising 
his voice to ask motorists to re- 
new their driver licenses and 
vehicle registrations by mail. 

“In this era of catalog shop- 
ping and credit card pur- 
chases, it is ironic that 
motorists would choose to re- 
new at a branch office over the 
convenience of renewing by 
mail," explained Austin. “Yet, 
that is exactly what is happen 
ing. Only one in four vehicle 


registrations are renewed by 
mail. 

“Too many motorists fail to 
take advantage of this conve- 
nient, cost- efficient service 
even though renewing by mail 
makes sense for them and the 
state," Austin said. 

Renewing by mail is reli- 
able. Each year, the Secretary 
of State office mails pre- 
printed renewal notices to mo- 
torists 45 to 60 days before 
their license plates expire. To 
renew by mail, a motorist sim- 
ply retunes the notice along 


with a personal check or 
money order, proof of no-fault 
insurance and an auto exhaust 
test (AET) certificate (when re- 
quired) to the Secretary of 
State. 

Envelopes carrying renewal 
notices now include bright red 
messages on the front of enve- 
lopes bearing the message: 
“Renew by mail! It’s fast, it’s 
reliable, try it today!" And, mo- 
torists are given a return enve- 
lope to use when sending in 
their renewal. 

Renewing by mail is fast.

New processing equipment 
has reduced turn around time 
to less than 10 days from the 
time a motorist mails in the re- 
newal to the time license plate 
tabs are returned to the owner. 

Unfortunately, while there 
has been a steady increase in 
the number of motorists re- 
newing by mail, only 23.5 per- 
cent of all registrations were 
renewed by mail in 1992. 

Renewing by mail not only 
offers convenience for motor 
ists but saves the state consid 
erable money. In 1992 every 


vehicle registration renewed 
by mail saved $1.18 in process- 
ing costs when paid by check 
or money order; $1.05 when 
paid by credit card. 

In 1992, the net savings for 
all renewals processed by mail 
was $2.6 million. 

The chief motor vehicle ad- 
ministrator concedes there are 
occasions when a motorist 
must visit a branch office. Aus- 
tin noted, for example, that ap- 
plications for a new vehicle 
title, a new driver license to 
replace one that has been lost 


or stolen, or a name change 
will require a branch office 
visit. 

Also, holders of driver li 
censes who renewed by mail 
the last time or who have re- 
ceived a traffic violation in the 
last four years are ineligible to 
renew by mail. 

“The branch office staff is 
ready and willing to serve the 
public,” explained Austin. 
“However, as more people re- 
new by mail, the quality of our 
service will be positively af- 
fected.
